OTICE.—The Managers of this Fund have received through the Government, Copy of a Despatch 
from the Hon'ble Court of Directors, dated 15th March 1813, wherein referring to the addi-

‘The operation of personal feeling in the decision both of the Managers 
and the Service, will also be invariably suspected, however unjustly, and we cannot believe the Sub- 
scribers on further reflection will be willing to adopt a rule which will open a door to so much evil.”

The following Act is passed by the Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in Council on 
the 14th June 1848, with the assent of the Right Hon'ble the Governor Genoral of Judia, which has 


‘cen read and recorded. 
Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general information. 


Acr No. TX. or 1848. 
For the Incorporation of a Bank at Madras. 


Whoreas the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the Kast India Company, by and with the approba- 
tion of the Board of Commissioners for the Affairs of India, has directed the abolition of the present 
Government Bank at Madras, and in lieu thereof has sanctioned the establishment of a Bank at 
Madras on the principles hereinafter set forth, and has required the Government of India to pass an 
Act of Incorporation for the same; 

I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of July next ensuing, in the year of our 
Lord 1843, the persons whose names are included in the Schedule hereunto anuoxed, having aeverally 
subscribed and signed their acceptance of the terms of incorporation specified in this Act, and with 
the Government of Madras on the part of the Kast India Company having paid into the Government 
‘Treasury the amount of Capital Stock subscribed by them respectively and taken receipts for the 
same from the Sub-Treasurer to the Government of Fort Saint George shall, together with the Gover- 
nor in Council for the time being of the Presidency of Madras, be a Corporation Body Corporate and 
Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, with perpetual succession to them and their successors ay 
Proprietors for the time being of the said Bank as hereinafter mentioned and provided, and shall 
possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges, aud immunities incident by law to a corporation 
aggregate. 

Provided however that it shall be Jawfal to the Governor General of India in Council at any 
time before the Ist of September next, to reetify any errors in the Schedule of the said Proprietors 
Ly notice in the Official Gazettes of Calcutta aud Madray, so that no alteration be made in the prin- 
ciples upon which such Schedule has been framed.

And it is hereby enacted, that in case of the death, resignation or absence irom Madras 
for more than three months, or disqualification ander Section XVI, or removal as afoi »said of any 
Director elected us provided in Section XLV. or to be elected by the Proprictors afier tho incorpa- 
ration of the Bank of Madras, the Directors shall call a General Meeting of the Proprietors, to be

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of serving as_a Director by 
election ef the Proprietors who shall not be Proprietor in hi own right unineumbered of six Shares 
or Six Thousand Rupees of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras, or who shall be a Director of 
any other Bank issuing notes payable on demand within the Town or Suburbs of Madras.

XL. Anditis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Bank of Madras, qith the 
sanction of the Governor in Council of Madras, and with the approbation of the Court of Directors 
of the East India Cgmpany, to establish Branch Banks nt such places, and under such rules and 
restrictions as shall’be determined by the Proprietors at their General Meetings. Provided how- 
ever that such Branch Banks when so established, besides being subject to tha rules aud restric- 
tions that may be imposed by the Proprietors, and to the control and orders of the Directors of the 
Bank of Madras, shall be bound by the eume rules as to the description of business in which they 
are to engage, and the manner of conducting such business, and likewise in respect to the issue of 
Notes payable on demand, and the retention of Cash to meet the same, and in all transactions and 
matters herein above referred to, as are prescribed for the Bank of Madras by this Act. 

XLI. And it is further enacted, that ifany of the Proprietors shall become indebted to the 
eaid Bank, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to withhold payment of the Dividends on the Share 
‘or Shares, of such Proprigtor registered as his, or hor own property, and not as held in trust, or as 
Executoror Administrator, until payment of such debt, and to apply such Dividends towards pay- 
ment thereof, and that after demand and default of payment, and notice in that behalf given, either 
to such Proprietor, or his or her Constituted Agent, or by Public Advertisement in the Official 
Gazette, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to refuse registration of the transfar of any such Share 
or Shares of such Proprietor until payment of such debt, and if the same shall remain unpaid for 
the space of Six Months after such notice, to advertise for public sale and to sell such Share or 
Shares, or 80 many as may be necessary, and to apply the proceeds thereof towards payment of such 
debt, with interest at the rato of Six per Cent per Annum, paying over the surplus if any to 
such Proprietor, or hie, or her lawful representative. 

XLII. And it is further enacted, that the said Bank shall continue as hereby constituted 
he Ast day of July, which will be in the year of our Lord 1850, and shall thereafter continue 
in like manner until duly dissolved or modified ; provided however that after the said Ist day of 
July 1850, the said Bank shall not, except upon the application or by the consent of the Proprietors 
of the said Bank be dissolved, or any wise modified without previous notice of twelve months at the 
least being given by the Governor General of India in Council, or by the Government of the 
Presidency of Fort Saint George to the Directors of the said Bank for the time being of such 
intended dissolution or modification, Provided also that in the event of the said Bank at any 
time suspending any Cush Payments the benefits granted to the said Bank by the present Act of 
Incorporation shall be thenceforth forfeited.

The following Act is passed by the Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in Council on 
the 14th June 1843, with the assent of the Right Hon'ble the Governor General of India, which has 
been, read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Agt be promulgated for general information. 

Acr No. IX. or 1843. 
For the Incorporation of a Bunk at Madras. 

Wherens the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the Enst India Company, by and with the approha~ 
tion of the Board of Commissioners for the Affairs of India, has directed the abolition of the present 
Government Bank at Madras, and in lieu thereof has sanctioned the establishment of a Bank at 
Madras on the principles hereinafter set forth, and has required the Government of Iu iia to pass an 
Act of Incorporation for the same ; 

I, It is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of July next ensning, iv the jearef our 
Lord 1843, the persons whose names are inchided in the Schedule hereunto annexed Lavi geevend y 





subseribed and signed their acceptance of che terms of incorporation specified im this Aci. and woth 
the Government of Madras on the part of the Kast India Company having pad awa the Gov nment

Il. And it is hereby declared and provided, that if any of the persons whose names are in the 
said Schedule shall have failed to make good their subscriptions ov ur befure the Tat day of May last 
past, the Shares to which such names are attached were claimable and might be taken by the persous 
who having made applications for Shares which wore received after the prescribed amount of Capital 
had been taken and tubseribed for by the parties in the said Schedule, had been permitted to have 
their said applications registered as received : and the Shares which shall have so lapsed having 
been tendered to such applicants in the order of such registry according to the list given in to the 
Governor in Council at Fort Saint George, shall be and are the property of sueh persons provided 
they shall have in the manner heretofore mentiuned paid up their subscriptions on or before the 20:h 
day of May last past. And in the event of there having remained any unpaid Shares after the par- 
ties whose names had been 80 registered dad thus had the uption of completing the payments due on 
such Shares, then such remaining unpaid Shares are declared to have been at the disposal of a Gene- 
ral Meeting of the Proprietors convened for that purpose: And it is hereby enacted, that the per- 
sons who shall have become the Proprietors of the lapsed Shares in the manner above provided or 
under an appropiiation made at such General Meeting of Proprietors by payment of the amount 
aubserihed shall be cousidered to belong, and shall to all inteats and purposes belong to the Corpora- 
tion Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, and ahall possess and enjoy all 
the rights, privileges and immunities the same as the persons according to the Original Schedule who 
shall have paid up their Subscriptions on or before the Ist day of May last past.

Lakhs of Rupees, whereof ‘I'hree Lakhs shall be the property of the Governor in Council of Madras, 
for the time being on behalf of the East India Company, and the persons whose names are in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, or in any Schedule corrected in the manner provided for in the Ist Sec- 
tion of this Act, or whose names shall he in the Schedule published by order of the Governor in 
Council at Fort St, George in the Official Gazette of that Presidency as required in Section Il. of 
this Ac. shall be Proprietors of the Shares of the said Capital Stock set against their names res- 
pectively. ? 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be in the power of the Governor General of India in 
Council, from time to time, by an Order duly published in the Official Garettes of Calcutta and of 
Madras, to authorize the said Capital Stock to be increased, and to make such order and direction 
for the opetting of Subscriptions towards such increaue of Capital as to him may seem fit, giving due 
notice thereof to the Proprietors of the said Bank for the time beirg, and allowiog to them a period of 
not lesa than t#elve months to fill np such Subscription themselves, atid likewise to prencribé in 
what reanner and form the Proprietors shall gubscribe did into'the said Bank the Pipportion of 
New Stock to which they may respectively be entitled, ‘and piso to make such order. and direction as 
to him the said Governor General in Council may seem ‘fit for the dispdsal of the athount. of Naw 
Stock that may not be subscribed for, and paid up' by the Proprictors im- the mannes-and form shat 
may be so prescribed. : * 
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V. And it is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras sb.all be dividea 
into Sharea of One ‘Thousaud Rupees each, which shalt be nunibered agcordipgly, and ‘Three 
Hundred of the said Shares nnmbored from No. 1 40 300 shall be the property’ of the Uorernot. se 
Council of Madras, for the time being, on behalf of the Kast India Company, and the remainder 
shall be the property of the Proprietors who shall have paid up the same, and no separate interest 
or Share in the Stock of the eaid Bank of less amount than 1,000 Rupoes shall be created or lield 
by any Proprietors, and if at any time the Capital of the said Bank shall be incseased, the new 
Stock added thereto shall in like manner bo divided into Shares of 1,600 Rupees earh, and no 
Proprietor shall be entitled to cliim a share of such new Stock of less amount than 1,000 Rupees.

1X. And it is hereby enacted, that after the delivery by the Sub-Treasurer at Madras, ta

And it is hereby enacted, that in case of the death, resignation or absence from Madras 
for more than three months, or disqualification under Section XVII., or removal ue aforesaid of any 
Director elected as provided in Section XIV., or to be clected by the Proprietors after the ineorpo- 
ration of the Bank of Madras, the Directors shall call a General Meeting of the Proprictors, to be 
held within fifteen days of the day of notice, for the purpose of choosing successor, and such sug- 
cessor shall come into the place in rotation above mentioned of the late Director. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of serving as a Director by 
election of the Proprietors who shall not be Proprietor in his own right unincumbered of six Shares 
or Six Thousand Rupees of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras, or who shall be a Director of 
any other Bank issuing notes payable on demand within the Town or Suburbs of Madras. 2 

XVIL “And it is hereby enacted, that at a General Meeting of the Proprietors, every election 
and other matter in question shall be decided by a majority of votes, and that no person shall be

XXXIX. And itis hereby enacted, that any three of the said Directors of the said Bank, or 
any teu Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bank may at any time convene a General 
Meeting of the Proprietors, upon giving fifteen days previous notice of such Meeting, and of the 

urpose or purposes for which the same shall be convened, as well to the Directors of the said 

jank for the time being as also hy public Advertisement in the Official Gazette of Madras, And 
any General Meeting so convened shall have the same powers and authorities as prescribed in the 
preceding Section of this Act fur the Annual General Meeting to be held in the month of March. 


XL. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Bank of Madras, with the 
sanction of the Governor in Council of Madras, and with the approbation of the Court of Directors 
of the East India Company, to establish Branch Banks at such places, and under such rules and 
restrictions as shall be determined by the Proprietors at their Geueral Meetings, « Provided how- 
ever that such Branch Banks when 80 established, besides being subject to the rules and reatric- 
tions that may be imposed by the Proprietors, and to the coutrol and orders of the Iirectors of the 
Bank of Madras, shall be bound by the same roles as to the description of business in which they 
are to engage, and the manner of conducting such business, and likewise in respect to the issue of 
Notes payable on demand, and the retention of Cash to mect the sane, and in all transactions and 
matters herein above referred to, as are presciibed for the Bank of Madras by this Act. 


XI. And it is further enacted, that ifany of the Proprietors shall become indebted to the 
said Bank, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to withhold payment of the Disidends on the Share 
or Shares of such Proprietor registered as his, or her own property, and not as held in gust, or as 
Executor or Administrator, until payment of such debt, and to apply such Dividends towards pay- 
‘ment thereof, and that after demand and default of payment, and notice in that behalf given, either 
to such Proprietor, or his or her Constituted Agent, or by Public Advertisement in the Official 
Gazette, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to refuse registration of the transfer of any such Share 
or Shares of such Proprietor until payment of such debt, and it the same shall remain unpaid for 

‘ the space of Six Months after such notice, to advertise for public sale and to sell such Share or 
Shares, or so many as may be necessary, and to apply the proceeds thereof towards payment of such 
debt, with mterest at the rate of Six per Cent. per Annum, paying over the surplus if any to 
such Proprietor, or his, or her lawful representative. 

XLII. And it, is further enacted, that the said Bank shall continue ag hereby constituted 
until the Ist day of July, which will be in the year of our Lord 1850, and shall thereafter continue 
in like manner until duly dissolved or modified ; provided however that after the said Ist day of 
July 1850, the eaid Bank shall not, except upon the application or by the consent of the Proprietors 
of the said Bank be dissolved, or any wise modified without previous notice of twelve months at the 
Teast being given by the Governor General of India in Council, or by the Goverament of the 
FPrepidency of Fort Saint George to the Directors of the said Bank for the time being of such 
intended dissolution or modification. Provided also thatin the event of the said Bank at any 
time suspending any Cash Payments the benefits granted to the said Bank by the present Act of 

“Incorporation shall be thenceforth forfeited.

Wherens the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the Kast Jndia Company, by and with the approba- 
tion of the Board of Commuasioners fur the A fairs of India, has directed the abolition of the present 
Government Bank at Madras, and in heu thereof has sanctioned the establishment of a Bank at 
Madras on the principles heremafter set forth, and has required the Government of India to pass an 
Act of Incorporation fur the same; 

I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist dav of July next ensuing, in the yearof our 
Lord 1849, the persons whose names are included in the Schedule hereunto annexed, having severally
